Richard Burton 
of the University of Minnesota. The 
program opened with the singing of a 
group of songs by Mr. Charles E.

After which Mrs. Joseph 
Cook was called upon to introduce the 
speaker, who had been Iter friend for 
many years. 

Dr. Burton's subject was “The The- 
atre anil the People,” a lecture, which, 
lie said, lie had given in every state 
of tin; Union except Wyoming, and one 
that should have a wide hearing. 

Fiction, lie said, is exclusive and aris- 
tocratic in comparison with the drama, 
which is the oldest and most natural 
form of story-telling. Its great power 
depends upon the fact expressed by 
Tennyson, that "Things seen are 
mightier than those heard.” The dra- 
matic instinct is natural to youth and 
should he taken advantage of. We 
should remember that the abuse of a 
good thing is nothing against the thing 
itself. 

France and Germany have acknowl- 
edged the power of the theatre by sub- 
sidizing it. 

He then traced the prejudice to the 
theatre to the old Puritan element and 
to the character of the plays them- 
selves. But now is the psychological 
moment to take a personal interest in 
the theatre, for we are having a verit- 
able re birth of lticrary drama. We arc 
beginning to take it seriously. Ibsen 
may be said to be the begettor of this 
re birth. There have followed illus- 
trious examples in all the countries of 
Europe, France pre-eminently, but 
America has lagged behind. There arc, 
however, several who are producing 
works of artistic and literary value. 
Twenty-five years ago a current play in 
book form was unknown. There is 
an immense significance in the fact that 
at the present day the book is simul- 
taneous or conies out immediately after 
the presentation of a play upon the 
stage. It is our business to be intel- 
ligent play hearers and we should be 
trained to demand art, truth and de- 
cency in our plays. The opportunity to 
go prepared to the playhouse comes 
only through the previous reading of the 
play. _ There arc certain subtleties and 
beauties which can be perceived only 
through the reading process. The peri- 
odicals are helping on the work with 
their serious exploitations of the tliea- 
trc.^ The schools and colleges with 
their courses and performances are 
helping to train theatre audiences, teach- 
ing the youth to know a good thing 
from a bad and striving to create 
taste. 

We arc certainly moving on to bet- 
ter things. What ought the stage to 
do for us? It should give us truth and 
beauty. That is, it should give us a 
representation of life without sensation. 
It should present the deeper aspect of 
truth. We should be able to ask of 
a play, Docs it do me good ? Does it 
leave me better? Does it help me to 
live? We should welcome certain kinds 
of tragedy, but we do not want misery 
for its own sake. 

Comic opera he termed as frivolous, 
light, evil, hurtful from all points of 
view. The constant attendance upon it 
is turning the brain into mush and those 
who go are moving quite definitely to- 
ward the madhouse. Vaudeville he 
found a shade better in that there is 
usually the one act sketch which is of 
ten very good. But when he went for 
one of those he always made sure of 
the lime it was coming on and went 
merely for that and came away when 
that was over. We must demand eth- 
ical truth and purity, and those plays 
that appeal to the higher truth of life. 

We have a distinct personal duty in 
the matter and should never turn our 
backs upon the theatre. We must go 
to it, but we must bring to it culture and 
conscience. 

In closing lie spoke of the work of 
the Dramatic League of America, he 
urged the clubs to include some con 
sidcration of the subject in their pro 
grams and set forth the advantages of 
the municipal playhouse, recommending 
that it be made the parallel of the lib- 
rary.

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The close of this municipal year will 
etui the present service of live members 
of tbc Board of Aldermen and eight 
members of the school committee. The 
largo number retiring from the school 
committee being due to tbc recent 
change in our city charter reducing the 
membership from 14 to 7. 

Three members of the Board of Al- 
dermen retire after a service of six 
years each, one after five years and 
one after three years. It is most ob- 
vious that all of these gentlemen have 
been of great value to the city thru the 
experience gained by long and con- 
secutive service. Mr. Stone has been 
a most valued member, and during the 
last year, chairman of the public works 
committee and has given the most pains- 
taking service. Alderman Doherty, nl- 
tho a Democrat in state politics, was 
honored by his colleagues by the unani- 
mous election as vice-president of the 
hoard — an action which speaks louder 
than mere words as to his merits as an 
official and as a man.

Mr. Burr has proved hini- 
sclf one of the most independent in- 
vestigators in the history of the city. 
Careful and methodical, he has gone 
to the root of every problem which has 
come before him and has been a most 
worthy chairman of the important com- 
mittee on finance. Mr. Lyons, too, has 
had a most practical knowledge and ex- 
perience which lias been of value. 

The retiring members of the school 
committee arc Hon. Marcus Morton and 
Messrs. Abbot Bassett, W. L. Garrison, 
Jr.. Charles A. Brown, Albert S. Hutch- 
inson. Alfred E. Alvord, Joseph N. Pal- 
mer and Herbert Stcbbins. AH of these 
gentlemen deserve the gratitude of the 
community for their public spirit in ac- 
cepting an office which is more or less, 
perfunctory. Newton is -indeed for ' 
tun ate in having men of such high 
character, willing to give their time and 
effort to serve her, even in places which 
are not in the public limelight.

The Envision street plan for subway 
extension and the improvement of 
transportation facilities in Boston is tbc 
suggestion advanced by public-spirited 
citizens from all parts, who have joined 
hands under the name of “Boylston 
Street Merchants* Association," because 
of tbc location of the route proposed 
and also through recognition of the fact 
that early support was seen reel on Boyl- 
ston street for the plan. 

A glance at the map herewith will 
show how effective this improvement 
which we suggest will he. It provides 
a maximum of service throughout a very- 
large district. This district in Boston 
represents about one-half of Ward 7 , 
one-half of Ward 10 and one-half of 
Ward 19, all of Ward 11. and all of 
Ward 25 ; population in 1909 . 74 , 548 ; 
property valuation $ 457 , 011 , 000 . 

In the suburban district it will serve 
a population of about 109,000, and rep- 
resenting a property valuation of about 
$215,064,000. 

AH of the main thoroughfares iti this 
area converge or lead into Boylston 
street. 

The need of that part of the suburban 
district to the west of Boston — Brigh- 
ton, Allston. Brookline, the Newtons, 
Watertown and Waltham, for more cf 
licicnt transportation service has long 
been recognized. This service must he 
extended through means of a subway. 
Whatever location may be determined 
on it must proceed through and tinder 
a section representing more than 35 per 
cent of tbc total property value of the 
city of Boston within the city limits. 
The claims for subway extensions and 
improvements put forth by other sec- 
tions. South Boston and Dorchester 
particularly, arc in no way of such 
importance as arc the needs of this 
section. 

The question at issue is. as to where 
and how a maximum of safe, rapid and 
efficient transportation may he had, and 
that with due regard for the economic 
factors in the case, so as to provide 
improvement without loss to any. 

We on Boylston street have simply 
come forward to point out that the 
whole section of the Metropolitan dis- 
trict to the west of Boston will really l»c 
adversely affected by that which is now 
being advanced. We arc also trying 
to conserve and improve present values 
both of property and of business in- 
terest in the city, and wc believe that 
our plan for a subway has everything 
of advantage to commend it. 

Without doubt the long way subway 
idea supplies the needed solution of our 
rapid transit problem, the underground 
way utilizing locations already estab- 
lished as avenues of approach, those 
having some business growth evident 
thereon, from suburban communities 
through the business centre, and these 
tubes should supply the two very neces- 
sary features, express and accommoda- 
tion service. The long way. through line 
subway has the further advantage that 
it will help to open up and extend the 
business area of the city. 

As ordered by the act of the Legis- 
lature, the proposed Rivcrhank Subway 
is located tinder the Park street station, 
under the Common, thence to a point 
or points under the Charles River em- 
bankment and Park, thence to Harvard 
Bridge to a point under Beacon street, 
to Cliarlcsgatc East, where the western 
outlet has been finally located. 

Un to this time no stations have been 
located in the Rivcrhank Subway, and 
probably none will be. at other points 
than at Chnrlesgate East, Park street 
and at the junction of Charles and 
Chestnut streets. 

The most objectionable feature in our 
whole subway situation is that of Park 
street. This station has acquired im- 
portance as a terminal, when as a dis- 
tributing point it serve a section of 
which it is not the centre. The people 
in the district from State street, south 
to Summer and east from Tremont 
street, and who live to the west or 
south of Boston arc forced to use this 
station when better facilities should he 
afforded them. A glance at our map 
will show an area of considerably 
greater radius which would be much 
better accommodated by the improve- 
ments suggested in the Boylston street 
plan. 

When the Cambridge subway is 
opened, congestion at this terminal will 
I e almost unendurable, and. indeed, con- 
ditions arc so today. People from the west 
and northwest of Boston, from Win- 
chester, Arlington, Lexington and other 
centres who now, because of fast ser- 
vice, use the Sullivan square route, wilt 
then, because of the more attractive 
environment, use the new Cambridge 
route. Therefore. ,i must be evident 
that Park street will have to bear much 
more than its share of traffic under the 
new conditions. 

The Rivcrhank route also makes an 
ending at Park street by means of a 
loop south of the present Park street 
station, and with only slightly increased 
facilities for outlet at the surface, will 
with its additional quota of travel, cause 
a still greater increase of congestion here. 
Its route is through a residential sec- 
tion whose iKimdntion would be better 
served by surface lines. Park street, 
because of this congestion, is a great 
ob-tade in tin- path of business progress. 
The earlier this obstruction is removed 
or reduced, the better it will Ire for 
the business man, real estate owner and 
the general public. 

Express service is the only possible 
utility the few who favor this subway 
can claim for it, but it is doubtful if 
express service can Ire realized in this 
tube with its ending at Park street -ta- 
tion, as the time gained in transit must 
certainly In* lost in the congestion In the 
terminal. Its cost of construction was 
estimated at $3,700,0110, but this has lat- 
terly been found to be much too low. 
Tlu* cost of subways, unfortunately, is 
not limited to the cost of their con- 
struction, the major expense in the 
building of this - ill » way would lie in tbc. 
damage Cosir to be assessed by property 
owners on the city of Boston. Es- 
timates on this item that I have received ] 
van from $6,000,000 to $8,000,000. .. 

1 The people on Beacon street have ob- 
jected strongly to the Rivcrhank route 
I in it* present location and the fact that 
I stations might lie demanded was not the 
| least of their reasons for objecting to j 
j it, though Mat ions would lie of little 


use except to a few ns lias been re- 
cently shown, ami would greatly In- 
crease costs of const ruction and main- 1 
tenancc. 

These facts are important as indicat- 
ing the small economic advantage of 
this route to the city of Boston itself. 
The Rivcrhank route has had many set- 
backs during the four years since itsi 
'construction was authorized: the most' 
recent evidence of the impracticability 
I of its location was indicated by the Bos- 
ton Elevated and others who showed 
| the engineering difficulties and traffic 
j obstacles in the way of its extension 
I from Cliarlcsgatc 15a st to the “Three 
Corners.” 

This is another strong argument 
against the location under l lie Rivcrhank 
because it may forever block any fu- 
ture extension of this subway, should 
future growth and progress warrant 
such extension. The location under the 
Rivcrhank has seemed to be acceptable 
because it was under public land for a 
greater part of the way, Imt every ex- 
pensive items of cost arc met with at 
the start from the necessity x>{ the re- 
moval and relocation of the net work 
of sewers, water mains, gas pipes, con- 
duits, etc. While the Rivcrhank Sub- 
way makes a saving in the matter of 
expense for the shoring up of buildings 
for a considerable extent over this route 
because there arc none, the necessity of 
providing extreme nj ensures for making 
the tunnel water light will, it is estimat- 
ed, fully offset this item. 

The Rivcrhank Subway ending, at 
Park street, it will be seen from the 
map, is under the Common at the left 
of the Cambridge line and there forms 
a loop having a radius of about one 
hundred feet. This will undoubtedly 
interfere with the roots of those grand 
old trees which arc the most beautiful 
feature of the whole Common. Every 
citizen with a spark of feeling or right 
sentiment should oppose this desecration 
of the Common for commercial pur- 
poses. 

The fact that the operating company 
has no possible opportunity for realiz- 
ing any income through operating this 
subway to offset the cost of rental, af- 
fects the community to the extent that 
the company will find it inconvenient 
to furnish cither as good or so much 
service, owing to the increased cost, as 
it might under more favorable condi- 
tions. These are a few of the main- 
reasons why the Rivcrhank Subway 
should not be built. 


We have been talking rapid transit ini 
Boston for tunny years; we have not 1 
obtained rapid transit up to this time 
for the reason that makeshift ami in- 
competent propositions have been ad- 
vanced ami great loss has resulted to 
the whole community thereby. 

In the Boylston street plan wc sug- 
gest the extension of the present Tre- 
niont Street Subway up Boylston street 
to accommodate four tracks, ihc two 
inner for express service and the two 
ouier for local or accommodation ser- 
vice. to extend over a route ns shown 
dll the map. to the junction of Beacon 
street. Commonwealth and Brookline 
avenues, a distance of about one-third 
of a mile further than is afforded by 
the Rivcrhank route. Up to the bridge 
on Boylston street over the Boston & 
Albany railroad wc recommend a con- 
tinuous platform arrangement ten feet 
or more wide on both sides as having 
many advantages, among others that 
stations can be built at new points in 
the subway ns future demands on the 
part of the public may require, at very 
small expense, and without obstructing 
traffic. 

Four new stations arc shown; at Mas- 
sachusetts avenue, Copley Square, 
Arlington street nnd Turk Square. To 
(his latter point we suggest bringing the 
Cambridge line, there to turn on a 
loop ami return at grade, the Tremont 
street subway being widened to con- 
tain two tubes, one on each side of the 
present subway, the building of which 
will not interfere with the continuance 
of the traffic therein during construction, 
to accommodate this improvement. Wc 
further suggest the extension of the 
Boylston street subway under the pres- 
ent sulnvav under Tremont street, and 
tunnel under Washington street to the 
South Station under Essex street. The 
outer or accommodation tracks in the 
Boylston street subway arc to be ex- 
tended for this latter service, and later 
may he continued to South Boston. 

Not the least commendable factor in 
our plan is that it provides for condi- 
tions and requirements looking to the 
future, a condition, it would seem, sadly 
lacking in subway plans of the past. Wc 
consider that our plan will do much 
for Boston and for Greater Boston. It 
will adequately accommodate suburban 
districts it is designed to serve ; it 
should fully relieve the congestion at 
Park street station: It offers a reason- 
aide solution for the problem* of a con- 
nection with the South Station and from 
a point connecting the Tremont street 
subway nnd Washington street tunnel, 
where such connection will best serve 
the general public. As indicating re- 
quirements at this point, consider the 
needs of those patronizing the theatres. 
Practically all of the latter arc in the 
immediate vicinity of the Boylston street 
station and are nightly attended by cer- 
tainly not less than 25,000 people. When 
you consider that from this point, Boyl- 


ston street corner of Tremont street, I 
it is quite impracticable for people to 
gel to the South station other than on' 
foot, you may nt once realize the great | 
lack of efficient accommodation nt this 
point. For several years requests have ' 
been made for service between these 1 
points, hut no satisfactory connection 
has been obtained. When the Washing- 
ton street tunnel was built no arrange- 
ment was made for connection with the 
South Station. Today, as one conse- 
quence. a district of from ten to fifteen 
times the area occupied by our princi- 
pal retail district has been made to 
suffer from a one-way line of traffic 
which practically ends at a point that 
has nothing of interest to the business 
population who arc compelled to use it. 

The turns indicated in our route at 
the B. & A. R. R. tracks and at Com- 
monwealth avenue arc at very slight 
angles and the curves long, in fact from 
the engineer's point of view the route 
is thoroughly practical. Boylston street 
is the principal avenue of approach to 
business Boston from the western sub- 
urbs. Cars from centres in our Metro- 
politan area, representing a population 
of over one million, now traverse this 
thoroughfare, and the establishment of 
a new artery designed solely for electric 
railway transportation is wholly un- 
necessary. 

No less an authority than Mr. George 
j A. Kimball, chief engineer of the Bos- 
ton Elevated, has remarked favorably 
on the Boylston street plan from an en- 
gineer's point of view. He certainly 
should he considered a competent critic. 
Another eminent engineer has said that 
our way of handling the grade crossings 
looked very good. 

This plan has met with the favorable 
opinion of all to whom it has been 
shown, and there can he no doubt hut 
that it contains in large measure the key 
to the solution of the rapid transit prob- 
lem.

lem to (is hi road building, ami an added 
expense in the maintenance of our 
roads. I believe that through our 
street commissioner we are meeting this 
new condition of affairs satisfactorily, 
it is my opinion that the day of the 
watering of streets has gone by and 
that the dust laying of the future will 
be solved by the use of oil. This will 
not only add to the comfort of our 
citizens hut will be a preventative of 
disease and n saving in the maintenance 
of our roads. 

During the year the old lights on 
Commonwealth avenue, part of Wash- 
ington street and Trcmont street have 
been replaced by new magnetite lights, 
making those important thoroughfares 
ns well lighted as those of any city 
in the Commonwealth. 

The bridge at the end of Common- 
wealth avenue, known as Weston Bridge, 
ought to be replaced by a more modern 
structure. Tt is positively dangerous at 
present because of its narrowness. This 
expense should be borne not ontv by 
Newton and Weston but by the Met- 
ropolitan Park Commission and the 
Countv. T have had several conferences 
with the Selectmen of Weston and the 
Metropolitan Park Commissioners 
regard to this anti hope to be able at 
an early date to send a communication 
to your board in relation to this matter. 

CHARLES RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The condition of the Charles River 
has given the city officials a great deal 
of concern. The long continued drouth 
brought about a very bad state of af 
fairs. The Metropolitan Park Com 
missioners have signified their intention 
of recommending that they be allowed 
to jDpcnd $25,000 the _ coming year in 
dredging the river. This ought to make 
a satisfactory beginning of a long need 
Of! improvement. 

FORESTRY DEPARTMENT. This 
department has carried on its war of 
destruction against the brown-tail and 
gypsy moths and now has them under 
good control. I understand that the 
work of this department is a source 
of great satisfaction to the state fores 
ter. The Playgrounds arc receiving more 
attention than ever. The forest com 
missioncr has flooded a part of Cabot 
Park for skating, and also a part of the 
card hack of the Burr School. For the 
first time in rears there is good skating 
on Bullough's Pond, owing to the dis 
continuance of the power plant on 
Homer street. This pond has been low 
••red to an average depth of about three 
feet for safety. The new playground 
at Newton Highlands has been turned 
over to the city and is being put into 
*1iapc. I would recommend that a lot on 
Grove street be hired for a playground 
for the children in Lower Falls. 

BUILDINGS. The year has brought 
to Newton the splendid new Y. M. C. 
A. building and the new State Armory 
— structures of which wc may well be 
proud. 

CITY OFFICIALS. Newton ha: 
been unique not only in the character 
but in the length of service of its city 
officials. During the year we have lost 
two officials by death : Benjamin Frank- 
lin Otis, City Auditor for more than 
34 years, died Aug. 10, 1910. A man 
of sterling worth, honest, conscientious 
—a faithful public servant. Edwin Mil- 
ler Fowle, Overseer of the Poor, for 
more than 17 years in the Charity De- 
partment, died Aug. 19, 1910. A genial, 
kindly, helpful friend to the needy — a 
faithful administrator whom the city 
will long miss. 

The declination of Col. Isaac F. 
Kingsbury to longer serve as city 
clerk came to us all as a great shock. 
Twenty-seven years, more than a quar- 
ter of a century of continuous, efficient 
faithful service deserves more than a 
passing word. No man could have per- 
formed the duties with more consider- 
ation and fidelity than he has. An of- 
cial who came in closer contact with the 
citizens than any other in City Hall. 
Evew citizen of Newton is proud to 
call him friend. We all wish him God- 
speed and a long life to enjoy his well- 
earned vest from his labors. 

Gentlemen : Your election to the city 
government gives you a great oppor- 
tunity to serve the city of Newton. That 
we shall all work together harmoniously 
for the best interests of the city I am 
sure. As I said to your board last year 
T shall look to you for advice and as- 
sistance in carrying on the business of 
the city.

The Massachusetts General Hospital 
is to get more than $20,000 under the 
will of John Ashton of Newton, who 
died nearly half a century ago. The 
money since the death of Mr. Ashton 
has been tied up in trust funds and 
litigation. 

John Ashton of Newton conducted a 
barber shop in Spring Lane until his 
death in 1P67. He left the residue of 
his estate to “the Massachusetts Hos- 
pital for diseased and wounded sol- 
diers.” Owing to certain trust pro- 
visions the bequest to the hospital did 
not become available until several years 
ago. 

It then became necessary to decide 
what hospitat was meant by the de- 
ceased, three claimants coming for- 
ward, the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, Massachusetts Homoeopathic 
Hospital and the Soldiers' Home. The 
court declared that owing to the fact 
that the Massachusetts General was 
known as the Massachusetts Hospital 
and conducted during the war a depart- 
ment for tlu* care of the soldiers, it 
was the intent of the testator that it 
should get the money.

Mr. Bothfcld was also 
given a surprise in the appointment as 
House Chairman of the Liquor Law 
committee. With the prominence 
which will be given this committee thru 
the coming contest to repeal the bar 
and bottle bill. Mr. Bothfcld will be 
considerably in the limelight during the 
session. Mr. Ellis was appointed House 
Chairman of his former committee on 
Labor, and is thoroly competent to han- 
dle the questions which will be con- 
sidered. He was also given an assign- 
ment on his former committee on 
Street Railways. Mr. White was again 
given a place on the important com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, another 
committee which is of interest to New- 1 
ton taxpayers. Senator Mulligan of j 
this district was given the chairman- 1 
ship of the committee on Metropolitan 
Affairs, and with Mr. Both f eld on the 
same committee. Newton ought to stand 
a fair chance for anything reasonable. 
Mr. Mulligan will also serve on Ju- 
diciary nnd Rules. Mr. Bothfeld and 
Mr. Ellis drew excellent seats, while 
Mr. White is not so well placed as 
last year.

Pickeniell. In introducing the subject 
she stated that in a consideration of 
the industrial development of the state 
the manufactures arc found to be one 
of the most prominent factors, particu- 
larly the textile mills, Mrs. H. I. Har- 
riman presented the cotton industry, 
Mrs. K \Y Dana the woolen industry, 
Mrs. W. F. Garcelon and Mrs. G. W. 
Priest spoke of the leather and shoe 
industries. Each speaker claimed pre- 
eminence for their respective branches 
and each quoted figures ranging so far 
into the millions as to be almost incom- 
prehensible. 

Of the cotton industry Mrs. Harriman 
stated that through this alone the coun- 
try would be able to maintain its siw 
piemacy among the nations. In fact 
80 per cent of the world’s supply comes 
from the United States. She touched 
inpoii t lie development of this industry 
and the factors which have contributed 
lo it. Three inventions, which have 
revolutionized the cotton industry, fol- 
lowed one upon another in the latter 
part of the 18th century, the spinning 
jenny, the power loom and the cotton 
gin. The discovery of chlorin for the 
bleaching of cotton has also done much 
for this industry. Of the indutsry as 
apphed to Massachusetts she stated 
t/wt the value of the products amount- 
ed in 1907 to $193,000,000 and 62 per 
cent of it is manufactured in three 
cities. Fall River. New Bedford and 
Lowell, r lie manufacturers count one- 
eighth of a cent a yard ns a fair profit, 
wnich shows the close margin upon 
which everything is figured. She touched 
upon the question of wages, of the hous- 
ing of operatives and mill architecture 

Mrs. Dana claimed the woolen in- 
dustry as a most interesting one and 
1,1 P° ,nt °* value as second only to 
cotton. She traced history of its de- 
velopment from the spinning and weav- 
ing in the colonial homes to the present 
day with 482 separate factories in New 
England. Lawrence stands at the head 
as a manufacturing centre of the state. 
an<l Boston as the greatest wool market 
m America and next to London the 
greatest in the world. The largest 
wool warehouse in the world is now 
being constructed in South Boston on 
die Summer street extension near the 
■'« ’ & - S ’ cw bin ven docks. 

Mrs. Garcelon gave interesting facts 
concerning leather, that the first tanning 
Of leather began in Peabody, also that 
Boston is the world’s chief market for 
leather goods. She gave some account 
<>! the development of shncm.vkine from 
the old-time colihler to the present day 
factory. Lynn. Beverly ami Brockton 
were mentmned as the great shoe memn- 
fatlitring cities of the state ami of the 
world She told also something of the 
methods of shoe machinery companies. 

Mrs. Priest gave a brief account of 
the process of tanning leather ami of 
"if discoveries which have made im- 
prnveinciils possible. It is only within 
the last ten years that it has been pos- 
sible |n secure high grade ami durable 
pnlenl leather. The industry has been 
brought hack to Massachusetts, so that 
now the hulk of il is produced in this 
state. Which has become the leader of 
the world in llic manufacture f „atent 
leather.

Miss Johnson said in part: There 
has always been a problem of living 


and probably the present day problem 
differs ju no way from that of B. C. 
2000. For it is, when reduced to its 
lowest common dcnotniiiMor, how to 
retain health nnd strength and power 
under the conditions imposed upon us 
by modern progress. 

Presumably all of us live iti homes 
of one kind or another. Certain it is 
that wc live in homes which are pri- 
marily designed for shelter. 

The discomfort of living in large 
cities increases steadily and with that 
discomfort has come a restlessness, n 
seeking for something which over 
eludes, until while habitations multiply, 
the home is said by some to be disap- 
pearing. Too many children emerge 
from dwelling houses to go to the 
schoolhouse and return again to a mere 
shelter. Too few arc surrounded with 
those elements which arc the factors 
of home. 

Two questions should he asked by a 
woman who plans a home. First, What 
influence do I wish this home to have 
upon those who arc to dwell therein? 
Second, How may I plan the house to 
best accomplish or to aid this end or 
purpose? 

The essential question in building, 
selecting or adjusting the house, is 
how may it he planned in order to 
consume the least amount of time, 
strength and money in its maintenance! 
The question before most of us here is. 
what may wc do to better the ready 
made houses thrust upon tis in order 
lo got the most out of life, to live hot- 
Icr within the income itp*on which we 
have to exist. 

Miss Johnson then traced the evolu- 
tion of the house from earliest times, 
showing changes made to suit environ*’ 
ment and existing conditions. She 
showed pictures of many styles and 
pointed out how those suited to one 
locality are wholly out of place when 
taken away from their original sur- 
roundings. 

It is important, she said, that the’ 
woman should sec to it that the house 
is planned and arranged to fit the re- 
quirements of the individuals who are 
to dwell in it. But in refitting neither 
the dignity nor the beauty of living 
should he lost or omitted. The aim 
of shelter m any form is to preserve 
conserve, and enhance life. For this the 
house should he built and planned, and 
because tins is the aim the woman's 
part m it is very great. Life should not 
he wasted in the effort to make, get or 
keep a honsc, therefore the house should 
ht your needs, not your neighbor's idea 
of what they arc. 

Every woman should know enough 
if house construction lo he able to in- 
terpret tlie blue print when presented 
to her for criticism. 

Miss Johnson then showed pictures 
of a house which was planned to slm- 
LJ ^ " ,e Inbor in it to the minimum, 
the rooms were grouped around a 
small central hall with little or no 
distance from the kitchen to the front 
door, so that Ihc one maid could an- 
swer the hell or the telephone with lit- 
tle interruption to her work. The 
kitchen was small and so arranged that 
everything could he reached with few 
steps. The dining room was easy of 
access from all directions without mak - 1 
mg it a passageway or unnecessarily ' 
prominent in the house. 

The success of the house will lie in 
its eventually expressing the lives of 
those who live in it. Its great function 
is to afford rest and recreation: hut 
when there are children in the house, 
and generally speaking at some time 
there arc, the home is a place which 
profoundly affects and molds the de- 
veloping child. There can he no ques- 
tion that what growing boys and girls 
see in their homes, inlluence their en- 
tire lives. Of all the lessons you and 
I need to bring to each other, no other 
one is greater than that of beauty of 
life or living. Years ago Ruskin wrote: 
“There is no wealth hut life; life in- 
cluding all its powers of love and joy 
and admiration.” And it is life in this 
fulness that our homes should yield us. 

Miss MacDonald, in speaking of fur- 
nishings and plans, called attention to 
sonic plans on exhibition of houses, 
which were artistic and vet could he 
built for from $2500 to $7000 to $8000. 
She showed samples of artistic wall pa- 
per which was fairly high priced and 
others of moderate price whose designs 
were good. She referred to difficulties' 
which many experience in building from 
having not fully understood the plans. 
She also pointed out that it doesn’t j 
cost any more to get artistic homes and i 
sometimes not as much, if a little j 
thought and lime is put into it. An 
artistic house adds to ihc value of the 
neighborhood. She called attention to 
the necessity of carefully thinking out 
the del ails while the house is in pro- 
cess of construction, for example, the* j 
color of the woodwork. Then in fur- j 
nishing it is necessary to consider tlie 
points of compass. The warm reds 
and browns should he placed in the 
north rooms anti the cooler blues and 
greens in the sunny south rooms. There 
should be harmony of design and color. 
The wall paper should be of simple de- 
sign and sink into a background for the 
pictures and the other furnishings. Good 
color and good designs, in forms not 
obtrusive, should be chosen. The two- 
tone papers usually give the best re- 
sults. It is possible to g^*t good designs 
and colors in inexpensive papers. She 
advised taking the paper into the room 
where it is to be used, for often the 
paper appears darker on the wall than 
when shown in the store. It was also 
pointed out that it is usually economy 
to huv good paper and to use good ma- 
terial for draperies for their colors 
hold better lhan the cheap ones. 

Miss MacDonald deplored tlie ten- 
dency to overload and overcrowd 
houses. She expressed the desire that 
the clubs might do something to educate 
public taste and suggesled that some- 
thing might be accomplished by hold- 
ing exhibits of good designs and colors 
in the small towns. She, too. etnpha 
sized the desirability of putting good 
and artistic ihings in the children's 
rooms.

AWARDS IN THE NEWTON CIVIC 
FEDERATION’S PHOTO- 
GRAPH CONTEST. 

In the spring of the past year the 
Civic Federation of Newton offered the 
sum of $100 iu prizes for photographs 
of notable features of the city. 

The contest closed in November and 
the announcement of the prize awards 
has just appeared. 

Iti the landscape class the winners 
and the titles of the prize-winning pho- 
tographs arc as follows: 

First Award— Ellis E, Moore, New- 
ton, "The Charles River from the Con- 
cord Street Bridge." 

Second Award— Mrs. Alice L. Clark, 
Newton Highlands, “The River Bank 
at Auhurndale." 

Third Award— C. O. Tucker, Newton, 
“Hammond Street, Chestnut Hill." 

The winners in the architectural class 
arc : 

First Award— Mrs. Alice L. Clark. 
Newton Highlands, “Newton Cemetery 
Gates.” 

Second Award— F. W. Sprague, West 
Newton, “Echo Bridge.” 

Third Award — Partridge Studio, Nevv- 
tonvijle, "Weston Bridge at Riverside.” 

The judges were Charles Copeland of 
Newton Centre, a well known artist; 
William H. Downes of Brookline, Art 
Editor of the Boston Transcript, and 
Paul P. Foster. Newton Highlands, As- 
sociate Art Editor of The Youth’s Com- 
panion.” 

The purpose of the Civic Federation 
in offering the prizes was to stimulate 
local pride and to arouse general inter- 
est in the beauty spots of the city. That 
this object was accomplished, in part 
at least, is attested by the interesting 
contributions which were received. The 
photographs included lake and river 
views, photographs of trees, streets, 
boulevards, bridges, parks, fountains, 
schools, noted houses and public me- 
morials. 

In their report to the Civic Federation 
the judges called attention to certain 
particulars in which the contestants had 
failed to use their opportunities to the 
lest advantage. In their opinion, no 
photographs of public buildings worthy 
of receiving an award were submitted, 
in spite of the fact that the city now 
possesses many new and handsome edi- 
fices. With one or two exceptions, also, 
no aedquate vciws were received of the 
many historic spots in which the city 
abounds. 

As it seems probable that a second 
contest will be held in 1911 the judges 
make the suggestion that special em- 
phasis be placed upon the desirability 
of securing as complete and excellent 
a collection as possible of views of pub- 
lic buildings, public squares and his- 
toric localities. 

The prize-winning photographs, to- 
gether with practically all those which 
were received, are to be placed on ex- 
hibition, from time to time, through 
out the city. It is hoped that the com 
plete set may eventually be shown nt 
each branch library. The first public 
exhibition of the photographs occurred 
at the Newton Club, Dec. 31, in con- 
nection with the reception to Mayor 
Hatfield. - 

The Civic Federation will be pleased 
to loan the collection for similar occa 
sions, for exhibition at men’s club 
meetings, church fairs and other gath- 
erings. 

By, such publicity it is hoped not only 
to arouse public interest and pride in 
the city’s natural and architectural 
beauties atul assets, but also to obtain 
more and, if possible, even better con- 
tributions from the amateur photog- 
raphers of Newton in the coming con- 
test, the conditions of which will he 
shortly announced. 

According^ to a vigorously written 
article by Frances Hodges White, iu 
Suburban Life for January, the mistress 
is to be blamed for much of the lack 
of co-operation in the kitchen.

To the Editor of The Graphic, 
j Sir.— 

As Measles is beginning to appear 
in certain sections of the city and will 
probably follow its usual course of at 
tacking all susceptible persons and seri 
on sly interfering with the school work, 

I wish to attempt to correct some com- 
mon misapprehensions in regard to the 
disease. 

Most people consider Measles a mild, 
unimportant disease, with practical!) 
no fatality; a disease that is a neces- 
sary evil of childhood, and the sooner a 
child has it and is done with it. the tict- 
j ter. As a result they take very little 
care to protect their children against 
exposure, some even going so far as to 
expose children purposely. 

Nothing can be further from the truth 
than these ideas. Measles is by no 
means an unimportant disease. In *1909. 
in the Registration area of the United 
States, which takes in over 55 per cent 
of the total popclation, the mortality 
from Measles was 10 per 100,000 of the 
living. This probably does not repre- 
sent all the deaths due to Measles, as 
many deaths classed as broncho Pneu- 
monia are really due to a preceding 
Measles. The mortality from Scar- 
let Fever for the same time was 11.9 
per 100,000, The case mortality of 
Measles is tyuch higher, and the young- 
er the patient, the greater his danger. 
The figures of the Chicago Board ol 
Health show that of every five child- 
ren under two years old attacked by 
Measles, one dies a case mortality of 21) 
per cent. Ill England the deaths from 
Measles during 40 years were 367.602, 
of which number only 31,728 were over 
five years of age. These figures cer- 
tainly do not indicate a disease of 
trifling fatality. 

Measles begins with svmptons of a 
common cold, which shows itself about 
seven days after exposure and three or 
four days before the appearance of the 
characteristic rash. It is capable of be- 
ing transmitted during the catarrhal 
stage before the rash appears, and the 
contagiousness persists as long as any 
catarrhal svmptons remain. It is trans- 
mitted by direct contact and is not car- 
ried by so-called infected articles or by 
persons who have not the disease. 
Children who belong to a family where 
Measles exists should be excluded tror 
school during the continuance of the 
disease, not because they can carry in- 
fection but because they may infect 
others before the rash appears. 

During the past five years in Newt- 
on, 20.35 cases of Measles were rec- 
orded by the Board of Health, a number 
which probably represents one third of 
the number of cases, which actually 
occurred. It can easily be seen what a 
serious interruption of the school work 
this means especially as each case is 
responsible for the exclusion from 
school of at least three other children. 

In conclusion. Measles is by no means 
a trivial disease, either in its fatality 
or the disturbance of the school work 
which it causes. It is not a necessary 
disease, any more than is Scarlet Fever. 
No one treats Scarlet Fever lightly or 
would think of exposing a child to Scar- 
let Fever knowingly and yet the actual 
number of deaths from Measles in Bos- 
ton for six years ending 1908 was 349. 
while only 324 died from Scarlet Fever. 
The record in Massachusetts for three 
years ending 1906 was. Measles 500 
deaths and Scarlet Fever 326. 

More care is needed in the protection 
of children from this disease. Boards 
of Health are powerless lo accomplish 
much, for parents do not consider it 
necessary to call a physician, and cases 
are not reported. Tile State Statute re- 
quire- householders to report in writing 
to the Board of Health each case of 
Measles occuring in the family. Where 
a physician is called in the Board ol 
Health accepts his report and does not 
require the householder to act, but where 
no physician is called it is the duty of 
the householder to report the case at 
once. Failure to do this makes him 
liable to a fine of not less than $50. 

When Measles is prevalent, as it is 1 
at the present lime, every child with 
a ‘‘cold" should he seen bv a physician. 
If the case is one of Measles the child 
should he isolated until all catarrhal 
svmptons have ceased. 

No child who has sytnpions of Measles 
should be allowed to mingle freely with 
other children, and under no circum- 
stances should a child be exposed to 
Measles knowingly. Such an act L 
little short of criminal.

The monthly meeting of the Unitar- 
ian (.lull was held last evening in the 
parlors of Channing church. The infor- 
mal reception was fr om 6.15 to 6 30. 
when dinner was served in the dining 
room. The special guest was Mr. Harry 
\V. Kimball, secretary of the Massachu- 
setts Savings Bank and Life Insurance 
League, who spoke on “Savings Bank 
Life Insurance and Old Age Pensions". 

Mr. Kimball said in part ; 

One of the fundamental principles of 
American democracy i* equality of op- 
portunity. We are not trying to make 
all men equal. God and Nature have 
not made them so and what God and 
Nature have not done we had better not 
try to do. Unfortunately under present 
conditions in many instances the people 
who need equality of opportunity most 
are thr ones least likely to get it. The 
man of more than moderate means buvs 
his by the basket at the actual time 
when he needs it and pays a much larg- 
er price for it. It was recently esti- 
mated that the price which the working 
people of Chicago pay for their fuel 
above the price which they would have 
had to pay had it been bought hy the 
ton. was more than the entire amount 
of money given to all the benevolent 
ami philanthropic organizations of the 
city. Until recently it has been true in 
regard to life insurance that the work- 
ing man has had to pay far more for 
it than the man of ample means. 
Most working people have taken in- 
surance from industrial companies and 
upon that kind of insurance the prem- 
iums are almost double that of the pre- 
miums upon annual and larger policies 
The great expense of the weekly col- 
lections. the serious loss through lapse 
of policies and the fact that all indus- 
trial policies are non-participating have 
all worked to make this insurance very 
expensive. 

Two or three years ago some level 
headed and big hearted men in Massa- 
chusetts determined that the working 
people should have equality of oppor- 
tunity, and lie privileged to obtain in- 
surance at actual cost. The result was 
that a law was passed to establish Sav- 
ings Bank Insurance. 

A little over two years ago the 
People’s^ Savings Rank of Brockton and 
the Whitman Savings Bank of Whit- 
man opened Insurance Departments and 
furnished an opportunity for the peoole 
of Massachusetts to obtain their life 
insurance at actual cost. At the present 
time over $1,500,000 of insurance is in 
force in the Insurance Departments of 
these Savings Banks. The movement 
is therefore without question on a 
sound basis and in all prohabiitv **apid 
progress will be made from this time 
on. 

This splendid result in the early 
years of operation is due largely to the 
effective cooperation of the business 
men and of trade unions of the Com- 
monwealth. The Chamber of Com- 
merce of Boston has had a Wage 
Earners Insurance Committee which 
has been active in developing agencies 
for Savings Bank Insurance among 
employers of labor. Within the year 
some 80 or 90 of the leading concerns 
in the eastern part of the State have be- 
come agencies for the insuring banks. 
This means that they have offered the 
opportunity for their employees to 
make applications for oolicies and to 
pay their premiuny at the office of the 
Company where they are employed. 


The Auburmlalc Village Improvement 
Society has just published a neat little 
booklet, containing some excellent view s 
of the beautiful places in and about that 
village, and extolling the advantages of 
the place as a home. The entire book is 
highly creditable to the Society.

Like the good Samaritan it comes to 
those who have fallen among thieves, 
whom false concepts have nibbed of 
health and happiness, whom material 
methods have passed hv on the other 
side, and pours into their wounds the 
oil ami wine of gladness and inspiration, 
takes them to the inn of shelter, and 
leaves with them the coin of priceless 
value which will insure their complete 
recovery and. in time, their complete 
salvation. 

RF:i. HIKIN’ OK PROGRESS 

This is an ago of practical achieve- 
ment, and Christian Science is in thor- 
ough accord with the demands made for 
proofs.

display the necessary courage to pass 
in review the tilings which pertain to 
its own salvation from false gods. Why 
should not right and just views concern- 
ing God and His universe be capable of 
more precise statement ? Why should 
it he thought a thing unreasonable with 
any one that God can become belter 
understood by the average man than has 
I wen the case in the past ? Why should i 
not the understanding of bow to growl 
in grace, bow to deepen and broaden 
one’s spiritual concepts, progress accord- 
ing to law. And why should tint this 
knowledge concerning the fountain- 
head of all knowledge, the Giver of all 
good gifts, the absolute eternal Prin- 
ciple of all Life, in whom we live, ami 
move, and have our being. — why should j 
not this knowledge constitute demon- 1 
strable Science? 

Christian Scientists believe that it 
does: that Jesus pointed out the only 
true, final and real knowledge when he 
-aid. "And tlii> is life eternal, that they 
might know thee, the only trite ('mil. and 
Jesus Chri-t. whom thou hast sent.’* 

THE REA r. MAN. 

If God is Spirit, then the real man <>f 
His creation, who is made in Hi- image 
ami likenes-. and. therefore, partakes of 
His nature, must be spiritual, i. e., must 
express and manifest Spirit. The real 
man’s Life must be Spirit, his faculties 
must be spiritual. Furthermore, as the 
image and likeness of God. the real man i 
must Ik- complete, happy, wholesome, j 
and healthy, lie cannot deny his pa- 
rentage nor bring discredit upon his 
ancestry. He must he eternal and in- 
destructible now, the ideal man, the -on 
of God. 

But this conclusion, derived front 
the Word of God, is found to be at vari- 
ance with the testimony of material 
-ense. h does not agree with the is- 
|K-rie»cc of mortal mail from the cradle 
to the grave for the experience of mor- 
tal man is one of sin. sickness, atul 
death, not of unilimincd joy and eternal 
life. Here is a discrepancy, and Chris- 
tian Science provides the necessary ex- 
planation hv showing that mortal, ma- 
terial man, the sport of circumstance, 
the prey of discord and the victim of 
death, is not the real man of God’s 
creation, declared in the Bible to l»e the 
image and likene- of God. 

Christian Science teaches that mortal 
man is a false version of ihe true man, 
a counterfeit attempting to resemble Un- 
true, blit, nevertheless, easily detected 
because of his unlikctH-ss to God. who 
is Spirit. God i-. not the author of mor- 
tal. material man, nor of mortal man’s 
failures, limitations, and losses, of his 
final breakdown and his death sentence. 
God is not responsible for evil in any 
of its forms. He did not create it, since 
it could never lodge in Hi- thoughts for 
an instant, else lie were not wholly 
good and the Principle governing the 
universe were not wholly reliable. 


Evil has no origin in Spirit, no entity 
nor reality of God’s making, and no 
eternity, but is always a false concept, 
assailing the niiwl of mortal man until 
such time as its lying nature is laid hare 
and its futile, transitory pretenses cease 
to frighten. Evil has no standing lie- 
fore God. Those who dwell “in the 
secret place of the most High” need not 
fear its empty threats, hut. asserting 
their divine rights, may rise, in (he 
words of the apostle Paul, "in the unity 
of the faith, and of the .knowledge of the 
Son of God. unto a perfect man. unto 
ihe measure of the stature of the fulness 
of Christ.” 

Thus it is that the two statements of 
the Bible, namely, that God is Love, and 
Got! is Spirit, find their reconciliation in 
Science. The doubts which have ever 
assailed suffering humanity concerning 
tile goodness of God are dissipated. 
Though physical sense, left to its own 
devices, rises in opposition to the most 
High, and tries to give the impression 
that God is cruel and willingly afflicts 
His defenceless children. Christian Sci- 
ence, elucidating the Scriptures, proves 
that evil is not of God’s creation or per- 
mission. Good and good only pro- 
ceeds from the Giver of every good gift, 
and all assertions to the contrary art- 
due to ignorance or blindness of henri. 
John’s statement that God is Love lives 
on forever side by side with Jesus’ pro- 
found explanation that God is Spirit. 

There is much comfort to strugling 
humanity in the conviction that God 
does not authorize the miseries of our 
earthly experience. This conviction is 
the first step toward the realization that 
these very miseries, lacking divine sanc- 
tion, cannot have any real entity or ex- 
istence. atul must perforce have a fic- 
titious origin and an unreal nature. 
God becomes fully reinstated in human 
affections at the same time that the so- 
called law of siti and death loses its 
supposed hold upon human affairs. 

MATERIAL SENSE, 

But we will not deceive ourselves in 
regard to the opinion of the world ami 
of the natural man or mortal man con- 
cerning God, His Christ ami His crea- 
tion. ^ Paul writes in his first epistle to 
the Corinthians: "For the wisdom of 
this world is foolishness with God,” and 
again, in the same epistle. “But the 
natural man, depends upon the testimony 
of the physical senses for his informa- 
tion. They are Ins witnesses. They 
are the feelers which he puts forth into 
the unknown, and according as tnev 
report so he acts or counteracts. Their 
testimony constitutes “the wisdom of 
this world.” But Paul states in the 
above quoted texts that “the wisdom of 
this world is foolishness with God" and 
that "the things of the Spirit of God" 
“arc foolishness" unto the “natural 
man." Here then is an unreconcilablc 
situation. God rejects "the wisdom of 
this* world” upon which the natural 
man relies for the basts of his iii for- 
mation, and the natural man rejects 
“the things of the Spirit of God” 
because he cannot understand them. 
What shall the outcome her One or 
the other must yield, and no Christian 
can doubt the issue for an instant. 
God’s word must prevail. If the testi- 
mony of the physical senses conflicts 
with the proper discernment of "the 
things of the Spirit of God/’ then this 
physical testimony must he set aside as 
untrustworthy, or false. Spirit must 
be supreme over matter. Truth ovti 
error. Life over death. Love over fear 
and hale. God must rule in His own 
universe, and God «s Spirit, not matter. 

It is well to know that immutable 
Truth does not depend upon what our 
physical senses report. No one who has 
looked into the peculiar habits of these 
senses, has noticed their strange perver- 
sity and readiness to mislead even the 
natural, material man, would wish to 
rely upon llu-ir testimony concerning 
tlu- real man of God's creation. Science 
in order to he worthy of the name, must 
rest upon unimpeachable evidence. The 
knowledge of that which is unvarying 
and indestructible must itself he founded 
upon absolutely reliable information 
hut knowledge derived from the physi- 
cal senses does not fulfil this require- 
ment. 

Mrs. Eddy, in her work “Rudimemal 
Divine Science.” defines Christian Sci- 
ence "as the law of God, the law of good, 
interpreting and demonstrating the 
divine Principle and rule of universal 
harmony” <p 1 j. As the student 
learns more- altmil the nature of God! 
through^ spiritual sense, the bencficicm 
law of God grows in clearness and lie is 
able to reject the discordant testimony 
of material sense. Then comes the de- 
monstration or proof of harmony as 
normal and natural. He follows the 
leadings of Christian Science not 
only learns the letter of its teachings, 
hut also proves their correctness by sav- 
ing the sinner, comforting the sorrow- 
ing, and healing the sirk. Christian Sci- 
ence thus becomes a daily help for daily 
needs, the Comforter which leadclh into 
all truth, ever available at all times and 
under all circumstances. 

THE IHSCOVKKF,H. . 

It will hardly be necessary here to in- 
si-t upon the fact that religion should 
save the sinner. Whatever may he the 
doctrines of Christendom, all are agreed 
at least upon ibis point, that it is the 
natural work of religion, the business of 
Christianity, to save the sinner. But 
there is no such agreement regarding tlu? 
>iek. Jesus healed the sick, his disci- 
ples and apostles healed tfie sick, the 
early Christians for some three hundred 
.wars after, the crucifixion lu-aled the 
-iik by spiritual means; blit during the 
intervening centuries ihe world has more 
and more ‘elegatnl the healing of i he 
sick to a special profession, using ma- 
terial means. 

Since Mrs Kddv’s discovery of Chris- 
tian Science the healing of Jesus' time 
ha? been reinstated, in accordance witn 
his unmistakable injunction to his fol- 
lowers, and today hundreds of thous- 
ands of men, women ami children in all 
portions of the globe rise to bless tbe 
goml and brave woman to whom they 
owe health and happiness. 

It is difficult to speak in moderate 
praise of one who is performing so stu- 
pendous a service for mankind. One

STREET RAILWAY ACCIDENT. 


Two cars of the Boston & Worcester 
street railway company collided with 
each othe r Sunday afternoon at 5.20 
o’clock on Boylston street, near Jack- 
son street Newton Centre. Two women 
who refused to give their names were 
slightly injured and the other passengers 
were badly frightened when the acci- 
dent occurred. 

The**e is a sharp curve where the 
collision occu r red and a slight grade 
As the first car, No. 127, was rounding 
the curve the rear trucks left the rails, 
but the car ran along quite a distance 
befo r e it was brought to a stop. 

As the trolley came off when the car 
left the rails all the lights in the car 
went out, and only a red light on the 
rear end of the car was visible. The 
motorman of the second car says he 
did not see the light when Ins car 
rounded the curve. 

The second car, No. Ill, was hound 
for Boston and came from Xatiejc. It 
struck the first ca r on the left side with 
terrific force, and the 20-odd passengers 
in the second car were hurled from 
their scats. A number of the passen- 


gers on the first car had left the car 
to see if they could be of assistance 
Those who remained inside were more 
or less shaken up by the impact, al- 
though, it is said, no one was seriously 
hurt. 

The Natick car fell over on the out- 
ward-bound tracks and the other cai 
was forced into the street. Both tracks 
were completely blocked when the 
wrecking crew arrived. 

The forward trucks of the rear car 
were ripped from the body of the car 
and the steps were smashed. The left 
side of the first car was damaged and 
four windows were broken. Traffic 
was tied up for hours, and at mid- 
night the wreckage had not been clearer 
from the imvard-bound tracks. 

The two women who were slightly in- 
jured were taken to the Chestnut Mill 
waiting room and treated by a pliys- 
cian and taken to their homes in carri- 
ages.

UNDER THE GILDED DOME. 


Now that the senatorial election is 
over the General Court wilt probably 
settle down to actual legislative busi- 
ness. The Committee bulletin of Mon- 
day showed assignments for but 15 
hearings, altlio the volume of new busi- 
ness. on which the time limit clnsc<* 
last Saturday, breaks all records. There 
is this much to he said, however, that 
ihis enormous amount of business can- 
not possibly be printed fast enough to 
make it possible fo«* assignments to be 
made at once on every bill. l*‘or in- 
stance. on Wednesday, only three of 
the several bills introiuccd on behalf 
of this city had been printed, 

In looking over the various hills pre- 
sented for legislative approval, one can- 
not but he impressed with the fact that 
it takes all kinds of people to make a 
world. Bills arc hc r c prohibiting the 
sale of packages of cigarettes contain- 
ing pictures, requiring the licensing of 
chefs and cooks for hotels, and other 
places altlio nothing of the son is men- 
tioned for cooks for private families, 
to establish state theatres anil to rcqtiire 
all llicatrical companies to pay all re- 
ceipts to the state treasury in excess of 
10 percent ovc 1 ' all expenses, for ihcir 
support-to establish municipal lodging 
houses with dining and read ng rooms 
on request of any incorporated chard : 
able or laho" organization, to vegmatc 
and license barbers and to authorize 
amateur baseball on Sunday nfU'Hiuons 
These arc just a few of the freak bills 
which arc seriously presented for legis- 
lative consideration. Among the bills 
presented I a! c o noticed one on die pe- 
tition of Mrs. Katherine Lent; Steven- 
son of New! on for a cons* ;, u1io:ial 
amendment for prohibition, one from 
Mr. Ffed A. Hubbard or Newton tha*' 
the state board of pharmacy have the 
sole right to grant druggist's liouo 
licenses one *o give rnmcipal suffrage 
to women wnn own property and one 
of William F. Garcc.lon for enrolment 
of voters vhcre nominations are made 
by di r ect vote, Thcr; is also - i bill for 
a Federation of Metropolitan Boston, 
with an advisorv council of the mayors 
and selectmen of all the cities and towns 
in the metropolitan park and water dis- 
tricts, and a hill for a similar council 
composed of 250 menibe r s to control 
most every form of municipal action 
in the district. There are all kinds and 
conditions of direct nomination bills, 
which include all officers from the gov- 
ernor to the most remote county official, 
and there are eight separate proposi- 
tions on the matter of direct nomination 
or election of United States senators. 

One excellent feature is manifest this 
year in that the various boards and com- 
missions submit prepared bills to cover 
tlietr various recommendations. In for- 
mer years, these recommendations were 
simply made in the reports, and the 
new method will save much time of the 
committees. 

The Commission oil Compensation 
for Industrial Accidents, of which Mr. 
James A Lowell of Chestnut Hill is 
chairman, submit a partial report and 
ask for further time. 

Taxpayers will have a little relief 
this year on our county tax, unless 
something unexpected appears, as the 
Middlesex County Commissioners ask 
for but $606,311.23 — which is $52,000 
less than last year. 

All three of our representatives and 
Senator Mulligan of this district cast 
their votes for the re-election of Sen- 
ator Lodge, who was elected Wednes- 
day noon by the joint convention, al- 
tho he failed to have a majority of the 
House the previous clay. The re-elec- 
tion of the Senator however, has left a 
sore spot in the Commonwealth which 
it will take many months for the Re- 
publican party to repair. It is freely 
predicted that this is the last election in 
this Commonwealth of a United States 
Senator without some form of public 
opinion, cither by a preference or a 
mandatory primary election, and with 
the possibility of an amendment to the 
United States constitution to that same 
end, it is probable that this is also the 
last election for Senator Lodge. 

Governor Foss has been unusua^y 
quiet the past week am) it it possible 
that he is taking lessons in some of 
his new duties.

The first sten was taken in 1909 when 
the sum of $37,500 was raised upon 
Easter Sunday, practically llic entire 
amount being paid in during the year. 
At Easter 1910 this sum was increased 
by further contributions, so that with 
the income from the Fund added, it is 
now worth $54,658,94, all of which, with 
the exception of less than $700, Is in 
hand in cash and securities. 

It is now proposed at Easter 1911 to 
raise $40,000 more in cash and pledges, 
payable in one, two and three years, 
that is. in 1911. 1912 and 1913. Of this 
sum $20,000 has already been pledged 
by four men, contingent upon $20,000 
more being raised before May 1st. 1911, 
and there is little doubt that this can 
be done. 

As it is intended to take plenty of 
time in settling the questions of site and 
plans, this, with the earnings, will give 
a fund of fullv $100,000 with which to 
beirin the work of buildine. , 

Provided the sum of $40000 is raised 
as above stated, a non-resident whose 
parents formerly attended this church 
offers to give a memorial organ, fo Tie 
in keeping with the new church, at a 
cost not to exceed $10,000 

Another non-resident offers an appro- 
priate window as a memorial for his 
parents. 

As vet no site has been selected, as 
there is no immediate necessity for leav- 
ing the present building. Action will be 
taken befo re long in this dire ction. 

FORMER RESIDENT DEAD. 

Mr. William R. Dupec. for many 
years a resident of Chestnut Hill, died 
last Friday at his present home on Bay 
State road, Boston, after an illness of 
two years. Mr. Dupec was horn in 1841 
and was a prominent wool merchant in 
Boston until his retirement in 1905. He 
is survived by a sou. Mr. William A. 
Dupec. and two daughters, Elizabeth B. 
the wife of Mr. Endicott P. Saltonstnll. 
of Chestnut Hill and Jeanne U. the 
wife of Mr. George D. Burragc of 
Brookline. While a resident of Chest- 
nut hill, Mr. Dttpee owned the property 
recently occupied by Mrs. Eddy.

While I inmiiom-d a few freak bill* 
lnnt week, possibly ilu- worst freak of 
all was filed lalcr. It is a bill to regu- 
late women’s dress and provides 
among other particulars that it is an 
offence for any female to wear a shirt 
falling less than six inches below the 
patella, or knee cap. or a waist falling 
more than a little lielow the clavicle, 
or neck hone.

this state of alleged culture. Another 
hill prohibits the wearing of hatpins 
which extend more than a half inch 
beyond the crown of the hat. Corpora- 
tions. both private and municipal, have 
long been thought lo he without souls. 
Init a hill is now introduced which has 
direct reference to the ) todies of its em- 
ployees — by requiring such corporations 
to give their employees "not less than 
one hour lor dinner. M 

The speaker of the next House, when 
Mr. Walker has retired front that of- 
fice. is the goal of several candidates, 
who arc already in he field.

A new publication devoted to the in- 
terest of club women has just come in 
to the Club Kditor’s hands The Am- 
erican Club Woman. It is published 
New York.

United Stale* in the construction of 
steamships, particularly in the manu- 
facture of iron hulls. The fact that our 
laws provide that only American built 
vessels may sail under the American 
flag has been responsible in large 
measure lor the decline of American 
trading vessels and that we have at 
present practically no merchant marine. 

In speaking of the whale fisheries 
Miss Gilman said that in KW) at Nan- 
tucket the whales played about the 
shores, but gradually they have retreat 
ed or have been nearly exterminated un- 
til at the present time they are found 
only in the Arctic regions.

There 
arc today perhaps some forty ships in 
the United Stales I hat arc carrying on 
whale fishing, mostly belonging* at San 
Francisco, while there are still a few 
at New Bedford ami Boston.

What Is the rein lion between exer- 
cise nnd rest? Work Is Hint nt which 
we must continue, whether Interesting 
or not, whether wo are tired or not.

that n man who goes on a mention 
nnd takes half an hour of his business 
work every day is doing the same 
thing ns the mini who lind a horse 
with a sore back. He kept the saddle 
on only a few minutes each day, hut 
the sore did not have n chance to heal. 
Rest periods must be sufficiently con- 
secutive to overcome consecutive fa- 
tigue.— Luther II. Gu lick In North 
American Mevlew. 

Cheerfulness and Cholera. 

A cheerful disposition Is held by 
some doctors to be the best protection 
against cholera. When this disease 
first visited Tarls In 1832 a notice wns 
issued advising the Inhabitants “to 
avoid ns far as possible all occasions 
of melancholy- mid oil painful emo- 
tions nnd to seek plenty of distractions 
nnd amusements.

How Tortoiso Shall Is Worked. 

The soldering of two pieces of tor- 
toise shell together Is effected by 
menus of hot pinchers, which, while 
j they compress, soften the opposed edge 
of each piece and amalgamate them 
Into one.
